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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In the claim amendment filed on 2/16/06, claims 34-36 were ultimately dependent upon claim 1 and it was clear 
as to the nucleic acid that was present in the claimed host cells, i.e., the host cells of claims 34-36 were required to be transformed with a 
vector comprising the nucleic acid of claim 1 . Instant claims 34-36 have been amended to be independent claims and - as noted in the 
Advisory Action mailed on 9/21/06 - upon inspection of the specification (p. 24, paragraph [0089]) it is noted that other than the host cells 
having deposit numbers NRRL-B30410, NRRL-B30458, NRRL-B30459, and NRRL-B30522 (specification at p. 31, paragraph [0107], p. 
32, paragraph [01 09], p. 33, paragraph [0111], p. 35, paragraph [0113], pp. 35-36, paragraph [0114]), it is unclear as to the 
characteristic(s) of the recited host cells, particularly with respect to the nucleic acid - if any - that is used to transform the recited host 
cells. As such, the claims as presented in the amendment filed on 12/14/06 require further consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration in the reply filed 
on 12/14/06 has been considered, however, the amendment does not place the application in condition for allowance. While the 
amendment would appear to overcome the outstanding claim objection and rejections as set forth in the Office action mailed on 5/1/06, 
the amendment to the claims filed on 12/14/06 has not been entered because the claims as amended raise new issues requiring further 
consideration as noted above.
